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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


You will find in the following pages the annual reports of the 
various Town Officers and Boards. 


Finances— 


Very few of the Town’s accounts showed balances as we ap- 
proached the end of the year and practically all unexpended bal- 
ances were required for transfer to several accounts that were 
overdrawn. For this reason our books will show a smaller amount 
to be carried to Excess and Deficiency than has been carried 
forward in previous years. With the rising cost of everything 
entering into the expense of running the Town’s departments, 
larger appropriations will have to be made in order that the differ- 
ent Boards may effectively carry on the business of their depart- 
ment. 

New Water Department Bonds were issued under the direction 
of the Selectmen, Water Commissioners and Treasurer, as this 
issue was approved by the Capital Issues Committee in Wash- 
ington. 

The vote authorizing the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue 
bonds for a new schoolhouse at East Walpole was not put into 
operation as this issue was not approved by the Capital Issues 
Committee. . 

Notes to the amount of $32,000 were paid during the year 1918 
which reduced the total debt from $154,440 to $122,440, but 
this amount has been increased by $150,000 by the issue of new 
water bonds, making the total town debt $272,440 This appears 
to be a very large sum and from some points of view it is fortu- 
nate that there were restrictions on the issue of capital or it might 
have been increased to a very much larger amount, but, when it 
is taken into consideration that a large proportion of our debt 
is due to Water Works notes, the balance is a very small amount 
and the Water Works are now provided for, for a great many years 
to come. 


Police Department— 


Thomas P. Leonard resigned as Chief of Police to enter the 
service and Night Officer, Levi Mattocks, was appointed Acting 
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Chief. From his report submitted in later pages you can see 
the activities of the department during the year. It is quite ap- 
parent that a large percentage of the total number of cases turned 
out favorably to the Police Department in the form of convictions, 
and in only a few cases the department was not upheld by the 
Court. 


Poor Department— 


The expense of the Poor Department have again increased as 
the cost of all materials for this account have continued high and 
a great many new cases have come upon the Town for support 
during the year. The Overseers have tried to keep this account 
as low as possible consistent with providing our dependents 
with food, clothing and shelter. 

Following along the lines of last year’s report, the matter of 
employing an Agent was discussed and the question was taken up 
with a Boston organization. We were, however, discouraged 
from going further into the idea owing to the fact that the women 
trained in this line were engaged in so many branches of war 
work, such as canteen work or Red Cross, that we did not feel 
that it was the time to employ an extra person. We recommend 
strongly that the next Board carefully consider this question in 
order that the work of the Overseers of the Poor may be more 
efficiently and economically accomplished. 

The epidemic of influenza which, prevailed in town last October 
resulted in large increases to the Overseers of the Poor depart- 
ment. The Town will be responsible for the support of these 
cases for some years to come and it will therefore be necessary 
to appropriate at least $14,000 for this department, which amount 
would include the salary of an Agent. 


Influenza Epidemic— F 


Legislation enacted during 1917, under the Public Safet 
Committee emergency measures, makes it possible for cities and 
towns to spend money to conserve the public health. Acting 
under this legislation, the Selectmen authorized certain expendi- 
tures and have committed themselves to the payment of approx- 
imately $1,000 to the Norwood Hospital for relief of cases of influ- 
enza which could not be attended to as effectively in any other 
way. As soon as this account is rendered by the Norwood Hos- 
pital, we shall endeavor to collect as much as possible of this from 
individuals. In an emergency of this sort, with ample legislation 
back of us, the Selectmen feel that they were warranted in doing as 
much as was done to safeguard the health of the Town. 


Town Engineer— | 
Mr. William 8. Crocker served as Town Engineer up to the 
first of April when he resigned to take a better position. We 
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were very fortunate in being able quickly to locate another En- 
gineer who had served in the same capacity for the City of Marl- 
borough. Mr George C. Brehm started in about May 15th and 
has made a splendid beginning of working up an organization and 
a systematic method of department accounting and costs. 

Mr. Brehm has had a splendid training on highway construction 
and maintenance and is well posted on the different kinds of con- 
struction necessary for the roads of the Town according to the 
travel they are likely to get, and we have confidence that by fol- 
lowing through his plan as outlined we shall make steady progress. 


Main Street— 


During the past year all matters appertaining to Main Street 
were cleared up and the grading about the Town Hall was com- 
pleted. There remains but one item of damages to be collected. 


East Street— 


A few defects have appeared on this street, mostly due to the 
foundation work, and a few surface defects have been patched. 
Very little money has been spent on the street since it was com- 
pleted. It will be necessary for next year to spend a small amount 
on the surface for the entire distance and one or two places where 
the foundation has been disturbed will require attention. 

Both Main Street and East Street will require very little ex- 
pense in the next several years and the Town is fortunate in having 
completed these principal streets before the cost of labor and ma- 
terial advanced to where they are today. 

In the Engineer’s report you will note that a recommendation 
is made for practically $30,000 to be spent on the streets of the 
Town which is a larger sum than has ever been recommended before. 
He has also recommended an appropriation of $12,000 on notes, 
which we hope will be duplicated by the State and County, mak- 
ing $24,000 for the continuation of the policy of permanent roads 
which was started when East and Main Street improvements were 
proposed. Carrying this plan through for five years is the only 
way we know of for finally having a good system of main roads 
in the town. 

The Engineer also includes in the plans for the coming year a 
systematic treatment of roads in the outlying sections as well 
as a systematic treatment of residential roads in all sections of 
the town and we are confident that at the end of the five years our 
citizens will be well pleased with what has been accomplished. 

In accordance with a town vote a stone crushing plant was pur- 
chased. We were not able to use it owing to the scarcity of labor 
and hope that another year we shall be able to show some re- 
sults from this investment. } | 

We are recommending for the consideration of the citizens the 
purchase of a stone quarry and municipal yard for the storage of 
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tools and these items will appear in the warrant for the action of 
the town. 

The Engineer’s report is so complete in showing distribution 
of expense that it leaves very little to be said on our part. 


Law Department— 


A lawsuit, due to an accident on Main Street about two years 
ago, which has been hanging over the Town for some time was 
settled by compromise for $775.00. It seemed wise to the Se- 
lectmen to make this settlement because of several rather 
disturbing bits of evidence in possession of the plaintiff. 

The case of Anthony Ross and Son against the Town for ap- 
proximately $5,000 was heard through preliminary hearings before 
a Master and was settled for $1,600 which was a few hundreds 
more than the Committee on Streets was prepared to settle for 
two years ago. Owing to some damaging evidence, the Selectmen 
consider that this is a reasonable settlement. and think that the 
Town is fortunate in being freed from further liability in this 
case. 

The suit of Mr. Farnsworth against the Town is still pending, 
but with this exception the outlook on legal affairs is much clearer 
than it was at the beginning of the year. 

We have acquired one additional lawsuit, due to a tree being 
blown down on to the highway, but this matter is of compara- 
tively small importance and will come through to trial shortly. 


Street Lighting— 


At the Jast annual meeting the Town appropriated $6,900 
for street lighting with the understanding that it was to be on 
the moonlight schedule and the lights out at 1 A. M. On this plan 
the lights were to be put on one-half hour after sunset 
and kept on until 1 A. M., excepting on moonlight nights. This 
curtailed schedule was voted by the Town in the interest of coal 
conservation. 

The Selectmen have made some changes from this schedule 
believing that it was for the Town’s interest to do so and for the 
better protection of the citizens. During the burglary scare the 
lights were turned on all night for several weeks and at a later time 
a permanent change was made to the all-night schedule, still 
keeping it on the moonlight basis. © 


We recommend that the coming year we return to the old sched- 
ule of lighting all night every night, regardless of the moon, as 
this is the only system of lighting that will prove satisfactory in 
the long run. The shadows cast by buildings and trees on moon- 
light nights give a very dark result in many parts of the town. 
This is particularly true when the moon is Jow in the sky. The 
Selectmen, anticipating the Town’s action for a full lighting sched- 
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ule, are planning to have the lights run on this basis beginning 
about February first. We will require for this schedule of lighting 
for the coming year approximately $9,500. If additional light- 
ing is provided in the centre of the town, by substituting higher 
candle power lamps for the present ones, we shall have to increase 
this amount by $600 or $800, the exact figure to be presented at 
the town meeting. 
We have added this year three new lights.

Town Hall— 


The expenses of the town hall have increased during the year 
due to the high price of fuel and also to miscellaneous items which 
appear in the account. A Service Board was erected on the Town 
Hall grounds and a new coal bin was built in the basement, the 
expense of these items being taken from the account. 

As recommended by the Police Department, new steel cells 
should be provided and we are positive that we will not be allowed 
very much longer to use the present cells 


Insurance— 


During the year we have adjusted the insurance onall town 
buildings. The insurance now carried on every building which 
the Town owns has been brought up-to-date, based on new val- 
uations with the proper consideration being given to depreciation. 
For this work we obtain expert opinion and we feel satisfied that 
the Town is more properly covered to-day than it has been at any 
time during the last few years of rising values. 


Establishment of Street and Building Lines— 


Owing to the difficulty of getting work of any sort accomplished 
during the past year, it has not been possible for our Engineer 
to put any time on the laying out of streets or the establishment 
of building lines. But one street, Station Street, has been laid 
out by the Selectmen and this was done with the understanding 


that it was of immediate importance to the Lewis Manufacturing © 


Company. Inasmuch as this street is bounded on all sides by 
their property and the layout proposed was an improvement 
over the old crooked layout, the Selectmen have anticipated 
the Town’s favorable action in accepting this street and allowed 
the Lewis Manufacturing Company to proceed with the work. 
This improvement will not cost the Town of Walpole anything. 


Telephone Building— 


During the summer we were informed by the Telephone Com- 
pany that owing to war restrictions on material and capital they 
would not be allowed to proceed with the development of their 
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property as they had agreed Their correspondence in the matter 
fixes the Company absolutely to a development of this property 
when times are normal and there is no question in the minds 
of the Selectmen but that this work will be started before long. 
The Selectmen have taken the question up with them since the Ar- 
mistice was signed and, while nothing definite has been arranged, 
it is our intention to bring this matter up again hoping that this 
development can be brought about the coming year The cor- 
respondence on this entire matter is in the Town Hall and _ it 
would be of interest to anyone to read this over as from this' cor- 
respondence it is perfectly clear that we shall have this develop- 
ment in the near future. 


Sidewalks— 


There is included in the Engineer’s report a recommendation 
for sidewalks that have already been proposed in previous years, 
and, if this item has the support of the citizens, we will be able 
to make a beginning of what we hope will be a yearly program 
of developing a permanent type of sidewalk. 


Conclusion— 


The Selectmen feel that they have had the support of the cit- 
izens, the Committee of Fifteen and all the Boards in dealing with 
the various town affairs and wish to thank all of the citizens for 
the interest they have shown in promoting the welfare of the 
town. We hope the time will come when the citizens, through 
the development of a town Forum and through the activ ties of some 
of our town organizations, like the Men’s Club and the Board 
of Trade, will have a more active participation in matters having 
to do with the Town’s development and we hope that more and 
more citizens will prove their interest in the town affairs by ac- 
cepting appointments to Committees and give the Town the result 
of their very thoughtful consideration of the development of our 
town in every good way.

REPORT OF HARRY A. WHITING, TREASURER 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


As two bond issues were authorized during 1918, the following 
details regarding same may be of interest to the citizens: 


Water Bond Issue— 


On April 13, 1918 the Legislature passed an Act authorizing 
the Town to issue notes or bonds to an amount not exceeding 
$150,000, to be known as the ‘“‘Walpole Water Loan, Act of 1918.” 
On May 1st the Town voted to accept the Act and authorized 
the issue of $150,000 water notes or bonds for a term not exceeding 
thirty years. A petition was then filed with the Capital Issues | 
Committee at Washington stating the reasons for the immediate 
need of an additional water supply and asking for permission to 
make the bond issue. : 

On June 3rd, a certificate was received from the Committee 
stating that it was “passed by the Capital Issues Committee 
as not incompatible with the National interest.” Bids were 
then asked for the preparation, certification, advertising and sale 
of the bonds and it was awarded to the Old Colony Trust Company 
of Boston, they being the lowest bidder. It was found upon — 
inquiry in financial circles on this date, June 10, that it would be 
impossible to sell an issue at less than 5 per cent., as many town 
bonds had been offered without a bidder on a 4 1-2 per cent. 
basis and, as the Act did not permit a sale at less than par, it was 
decided, with the consent of the Selectmen, to issue 5 per cent. 
bonds and open bids on June 27, 1918. A circular describing 
‘the issue, with a financial statement of the Town, was sent out 
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by the Old Colony Trust Company and on June 27, 1918 nine 
bids were received ranging from 104.659 to 106.679. The highest 
bid gave a premium of $10,018.50 and was a very attractive offer. 

During the latter part of June, the successful Italian offensive 
had been the means of making a more favorable money market (from 
from the Town’s point of view) and, at a joint meeting of the Se- 
lectmen and Treasurer, it was decided to reject all bids and re- 
advertize a new issue at 4 1-2 per cent. On July 2, bids were re- 
ceived ranging from 100.589 to 101679 and the bonds were 
awarded to Merrill, Oldham and Company, of Boston, as they 
were the highest bidder. The premium on this bid was $2,518.50 
and the net gain to the Town over the previous bid on the 5 per 
cent. bonds was $4,225. 


Schoolhouse Bonds— 


Immediately following the town meeting of May 1, 1918, a 
petition was sent to the Capital Issues Committee stating the 
urgent need of a new schoolhouse building at East Walpole, and 
asking for permission to issue $75, 000 bonds for a term not ex- 
ceeding fifteen years. After a number of sessions with the Com- 
mittee at Boston, a certificate was received stzating that the 
Committee at Washington had decided ‘‘that it was not compatible 
with the National interest to issue these bonds” which, of course, 
prevented any further steps being taken in the matter. 

The co-operation of the Selectmen, Water Commissioners 
and School Committee was of great assistance to me and a benefit 
to the Town.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Walpole for the year ending De- 
cember 31,1918 and report as follows: 

The appropriations made for carrying on the work of the several 
departments were checked to the books in the accountant’s office. 

The expenditures were. proved by comparing the warrants with 
the charges shown on the ledger and with the cash book in the ac- 
countant’s office, also with the Treasurer’s books. The warrants 
were found to be supported by properly approved vouchers. . 

The receipts as shown by the accountant’s books were checked 
with the reported receipts of the treasurer and with the reported 
payments to the treasurer by the several departments. 

The classification book in the accountant’s office was kept in 
the usual careful and painstaking manner and furnishes much 
valuable information to the interested public. 

The books in the accountant’s office serve as an accurate check 
on all departmental accounts, and from reports made to the ac- 
countant, a complete and accurate audit can readily be made. 

The books and accounts in the treasurer’s office were examined 
and checked and the cash book was footed. The recorded 
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receipts were compared with the accountant’s books and with 
the record of departmental payments to the treasurer, and the dis- 
bursements were compared with the selectmen’s warrants author- 


izing payments. The cash on hand was verified by actual count 


and bank balances were proved. 


The accounts of the collector were examined, and the report-_ 


ed payments to the treasurer were verified by comparison with 
the treasurer’s books. The commitments of accounts receivable 
were checked and proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and compared with the accountant’s ledger. The abatements 
granted by the assessors were checked with the assessor’s records. 

Verification notices were mailed to about one hundred persons 
whose names appeared on the books as: owing the town, and as 
no replies were received stating that payments had been made other 
than as shown on the books, I am satisfied that the accounts are 
correct. 

The accounts of the water department were examined and veri- 
fied by comparing the reported payments to the treasurer with 


the treasurer’s books, also by listing the outstanding accounts 
and comparing the totals with the accountant’s ledger. The abate- — 


ments recorded were checked with the commissioners’ records and 
with the accountant’s books. | | 

The records of charges for use of the town hall, and the records 
of the sealer of weights and measures were examined and checked, 
and the reported payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s books. | 

The library petty cash account was checked and compared 
with the payments made to the treasurer as shown by the treas- 
urer’s books. nie 

The several trust funds were likewise examined and checked with 
the books in the accountant’s and treasurer’s office. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment and depart- 
mental revenue accounts, and a summary of the trust funds held 
by the town. A balance sheet showing the financial condition of 
the town at the close of the financial year is also included. 

While engaged in making the audit, I received the usual co-opera- 
tion from the several department officials and was supplied with 


all books and papers required. To those who gave much valuable . 


time and greatly assisted me in my work on the audit, I wish, on 
behalf of my assistant and myself, to express my appreciation of 
the co-operation received and assistance rendered.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN AND LOCAL MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1918. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Walpole, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The financial statement will show how the money has been 
spent this year on gypsy and brown-tail moth work as well as in 
tree planting. As in the past years, the largest part has been 
spent in fighting the very serious infestations of gypsy and brown- 
tail moths. ' 

We had gotten the better of these pests but this last year the 
infestations have spread so that it has decome a greater menace 
than ever before to our trees and woodlands. We are making 
a very thorough examination of various parts of the town in con- 
nection with the State Foresters’ Department and hope to issue 
within a few days a special circular to all property owners. 
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It is absolutely necessary that every property owner take a 
personal interest in seeing that the egg clusters of the gypsy moth 
are creosoted before Spring. It would be physically impossible 
for the Moth Department, even if we had the money, to cover 
but a small part of the infested sections. Spraying will take care | 
of the shade trees and the road sides, the balance of the work 
will have to be done by the property owners if we are going to 
make any impression in this fight. We ask for the best co-opera- 
tion of everyone in handling this work: Mr. James Hennessey, 
Chief of the Fire Department, is doing fine work in compelling 
those who have cut off woodlands to burn the brush. Not only 
is it an extreme fire menace to leave the brush in the woodlands 
but the cleaning up of the brush piles all helps in fighting the 
gypsy moths. 

We haven’t yet prepared a budget of expense for 1919 but unless 
the price of arsenate of lead goes down it will be as large as last 
year and possibly larger. We are going to do more work in get- 
ting the egg clusters this year, forif we get the egg clusters thor- 
oughly cleaned out there would not be much need of spraying 
and we would more quickly stop the spread. 

We do not contemplate making any new planting this year 
but we will want the usual amount of money for trimming and 
take care of the trees. .

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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


Citizens of Walpole: 


The following is respectfully submitted. 

The report of this department for the year must include very 
largely a report of the two influenza epidemics, the first coming 
in the latter part of August, and first of September and continuing 
through to the first part of October. The second coming shortly 
after Christmas and continuing through December and a large 
part of the following month. 

It is a conservative estimate to say that together with the re- 
ported cases of this malady, there were up to and including the last 
day of December, not less than four hundred and fifty to five 
hundred cases of the malady. To have attempted a strict quar- 
antine under these conditions would have imposed great hard- 
ship, to say nothing of its being ineffective and it would have 
paralized industry and would have been impractical. In lieu of 
this the Board through the physicians did what was possible to 
prevent families from mingling and general advise was given as in 
eases of contagious disease. 

Invaluable assistance was given by the Norwood Civic Associa- 
tion in accepting for hospital care our worst cases and those 
having no home conditions which were proper for the caring of 
the afflicted ones. In several instances all, or nearly all in the 
family were prostrated, necessitating the removal of the whele 
family. In these cases it was noted that the families most severely 
affected were the ones in whose rooms ventilation was poor and 
the families large. The first epidemic was the more severe and 
affected largely the foreign element of our population, with con- 
siderable mortality. The second epidemic, lighter than the first, 
affected the native American population almost exclusively. 
It is fitting here to comment upon the very valuable assistance 
rendered to the sick by the physicians of Foxboro, who left their 
own practices to render aid and whose services often extending 
far into the night, we deeply appreciate. By their efforts and 
co-operation the mortality list was, no doubt, largely reduced © 
and the town has but few deaths as a direct result of the malady, 


its own limits. 


It is also proper to acknowledge the very efficient co-operation 
and direction of the Committee on Public Safety in establishing 
headquarters in town hall from which the work was directed, 
and systemized. Also to acknowledge the great assistance ren- 
dered by the citizens, men and women, who donated motor car- 
riages and assisted the physicians in conveying them and nurses 
on their rounds in administering to the sick. 

Ten people were reported as having typhoid during the year. 
Of these, three were contact cases, and of the remainder, three 
were known to have drank milk at a city restaurant, and two 
were known to have eaten ice cream at an establishment outside 
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! 
of the town, from which typhoid in another town arose. From 
these cases we infer that altho conditions in Walpole cannot be 
held accountable, the citizens should co-operate to a greater ex- 
tent in maintaining drainage and house sanitation. Premises 
were inspected to a limited extent during the year, with a prospect 
of a very thorough inspection the coming year. 

During the first of 1918 measles attained some headway, and, 
as though to counterbalance the epidemic of influenza, the few- 
est number of diphtheria and scarlet fever were reported in the 
history of the Health Department. , |

1918.

We respectfully submit to you the Annual Report of the Board 
of Engineers of the Fire Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1918. The Fire Department has responded to 12 box 
alarms and 7 telephone alarms, has laid 4,700 feet of hose, raised 
475 feet of ladders, apparatus has travelled 75 miles.

Buildings. 


The Department has (3) three Engine Houses: No. 1 at the 
Centre; No. 2, East Walpole and No. 3, South Walpole. 
No. 1 House is now in good repair A cement sill has been put 
in front of building, also extra floor timbers. Houses 2 and 3 
are in good repair. ; 


Apparatus. 


House No. 1 has one Combination Chemical and Hose Motor 
Truck, one two-horse drawn Ladder Truck, and one horse drawn 
Forest Fire Wagon. 


House No. 2 has one Combination Chemical and Hose Motor 
Truck, and one motor driven Ladder Truck, one two-horse drawn 
Forest Fire Wagon. 


House Nou. 3 has one horse-drawn Hose Truck. All the appar- 
atus is in good repair and well equipped. 

Owing to the poor facilities of House No. 3 for keeping the Mo- 
tor Truck, we have decided to keep it in House No. 1; it will be 
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equipped with some of the hose from No. 1 Motor Truck which 
will help lighten the load now on that. Co. 1 will answer all 
alarms in South Walpole. Some new coats, boots, and oil pants_ 
were purchased to replace wornout suits on apparatus. 


Hose House No. 1 has 2300 feet of first-class hose. 
Hose House No. 1 has 300 feet of seconds. 

House No. 2 has 1700 feet of first-class hose. 
House No. 3 has 1300 feet of first-class hose. 


Inspection of Buildings. 


Engineers will make inspections of factories in town for pur- 
pose of knowing the location of hydrants and sprinkler system, and 
dangerous parts of premises. 


Appropriation. 


We have overrun our appropriation this year on account of 
fixing up No. 2 Hose Truck and rebuilding No. 2 Ladder Truck to 
the tractor. We would recommend the appropriation be increased 
to $3,500 this year to cover the extra cost for the care of and repair 
of the Motor Apparatus. 7 


New Motor Apparatus. 


The new Motor Trucks were delivered about September 10. 
They were tested out and accepted by the committee on Motor 
Trucks, and turned over to the Board of Engineers with the under- 
standing that the work of changing over No. 2 Ladder Truck be 
given to Mr. Goodwin, which was done. Owing to the war, there 
was a delay in getting material for the work and the Truck was 
held up until December 7, when it was put into service. The 
expense for this work was about $500. 


No. 1 Motor Truck had to have some changes made before 
putting into service. Hose reel was changed and a basket put 
into its place, to carry rubber suits and part of our equipment. 
1200 feet of hose 2 1-2 inch was put on truck. After being equipped, 
truck was weighed and found to be 2000 Ibs. over capacity of car 
and two extra spring leafs had to be installed in the springs and 
mud guards raised. We find that the power of the engine which 
is only 24 horse power is too small for the load on the truck. 

No. 3 Truck which was to be placed at South Walpole has been 
laid up for repairs more or less of the time. We feel this truck 
should be replaced with a four cylinder truck. We are going to 
place this truck in No. 1 house to help out No. 1 truck for the 
rest of the winter. 


No. 2 Combination Truck had to be fixed up with new wheels 


: 
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and new tires, transmission overhauled and other parts replaced, 
at an expense of about $500. 
We also had to order wind shields and chains for the three trucks. 


Fire Protection. 


We would recommend that No. 1 horse-drawn Ladder Truck 
be motorized, that is with an auto chassis, doing away with 
a tractor which we feel is not a proper thing for a ladder truck.

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REPORT OF FOREST WARDEN, 1918 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending | 


December 31, 1918. 


Number of box alarms, 20. 

Number of telephone alarms 51. 

Number of permits issued, 350. 

Number of acres burned over, 760. 
Number of fires reported by Moose Hill, 50. 
Miles apparatus travelled, 235. 


We had a great many Forest Fires this year. Three of them 
were from 150 to 200 acres. One was set by carelessness of men 
cutting in woods. Most of them were set by railroad engines. 
I think this was the worst year for railroad fires for a long time. 


We have had but one or two fires caused by burning with a per- 


mit. 


No fires should be set in the open from March first to Decem- 
ber first without a permit. 


All fires are investigated to determine their cause and same re- 
ported to State Fire Warden. 


Law relating to disposal of slash; 1914, 101 sect. 1. 


‘Every owner, tenant or occupant of land, and every owner 
of stumpage, who cuts or permits the cutting of wood or 
timber on woodland owned or occupied by him, or on 
which he has acquired stumpage by purchase or otherwise, and 
which borders upon the woodland of another or upon a 
highway or railroad location shall clear the land of the 
slash and brush wood then and there resulting from such cutting 
for such distance not exceeding forty feet, from the woodland of 
such other persons, highway or railroad location as the local 
forest warden shall determine and within such time and 
in such manner as he shall determine.”’ 


The Department should be equipped with at least one piece 
of motor apparatus capable of carrying two water tanks with a 
capacity of 150 gallons; 20, 3 gallon fire extinguishers; 200 pounds 
of soda, 100 pounds of acid, 30 shovels, 25 brushes, 1, 40-gallon 


Chemical tank, and 250 feet of Chemical Hose and 20 men. Owing - 


to the long distance to most of the forests, much time could be 
saved and less damage would be done by getting to the fires be- 
fore it gets much headway. 


We have had a good test with autos on a number of fires which 
have proven their value, but the handicap was on some we could 
not carry equipment enough to handle the fire.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARM 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1918. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Walpole, Mass. . 
Respected Sirs: 


I take pleasure in submitting herewith the doings of the Fire 
Alarm Department for the year 1918. 

During the first part of the year the line to West Walpole was 
rebuilt, along West street, and removed from the railroad poles, 
where it had been located since 1911. Existing conditions seemed 
to make this work essential, if not entirely necessary, and I be- 
lieve the benefits derived therefrom have justified the expense. 

Early in the year, during an ice storm, several poles in the 
southern part of the town were blown down, which rendered the 
Fire Alarm Service in that part of the town of no value for about 
thirty-six hours. As soon as possible temporary repairs were 
affected, and the service resumed. Later in the year more per- 
manent construction has been made, and that part of the town, 
to a certain extent, is in first class condition. 

We have had minor troubles, that are customary in any existing 
system, as large as ours, but none of them were of any great im- 
portance. 

During the coming year it will probably be necessary to replace 
the battery plates as those in use have been in for something like 
four years and are now showing signs of deterioration. 

It would also seem essential, if not absolutely necessary, that 
some other method should be adopted for the maintaining of our 
charging current, and steps will be taken to procure the necessary 
apparatus to accomplish the same, which will make the service 
much more secure than it is at the present time. 

The line in East Walpole, on Washington street, between Bird 
Street and the East Walpole Line, has been in existence since 
the system was first established in 1904 and is showing quite a 
good deal of deterioration, so much so, that it will be necessary to 
renew the same within a short time. 

I wish also to call your attention again to the advisability of 
having a suitable building in which to keep the Fire Alarm Ap- 
paratus of today, and also to allow for enlargements that will 
come during future years.

During the past year two hundred and three (203) complaints 
have been investigated: in which no arrests were made. There 
have also been eight (8) prisoners apprehended for the various 
State Institutions. Five Insane Patients have been committed 
to various Insane Hospitals. 

‘On May 8th, Chief Leonard entered the service of the U. S. and 
for some time it was necessary to fillthe place of the night patrol- 
man at the Centre with the Special Officers. This fact coupled 
with the recent burglaries in town making it necessary to have 
extra men on the street a great number of nights, also an auto- 
mobile for some of those nights, is the principal cause for the 
additional expense incurred during the year. 

The condition of the cells in the basement is even worse than 
last year and they should be replaced with steel cells as reecommend- 
ed in previous years. 

It is getting to a time when the Town should Hav an automobile 
for the use of this department as the calls from a distance are 
the ones that often require quick attention, which can only be 
obtained with the use of a car, valuable time being lost many 
times while waiting to get the same from a garage or elsewhere. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the members of the Department 
for their interest and co-operation in the work during my time 
in charge of the same. I also wish to thank the townspeople for 
their assistance in reporting the matters that have come to their 
notice and for the kindly manner in which they have given infor- 
mation when called upon for the same.

REPORT OF WALPOLE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION. — 


The eighth Annual Report of the Walpole Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation is hereby submitted. . 

Among home organizations in urgent need of support in these 
war times there is none doing more important work in Wal- 
pole than the Visiting Nurse Association which was well demon- 
strated during the influenza epidemic and we may feel proud of 
the work accomplished by our nurse. As regards finances, it is 
impossible to make suggestions which will be appropriate to the 
varying situations. One general rule may be laid down how- 
ever, the greater the education of the people to the real need of 
the nurse, the greater the financial support. The late epidemic 
brought out the fact forcibly to our Nursing Association that an 
automobile was most necessary to accomplish good and effi- 
cient work. With the aid of the Advisory Committee a car 
was purchased in October, for the use of our nurse. 

Under the direction of an able chairman, Mrs. F. A. Hart- 
shorn Jr., assisted by our nurse and nursing Committee, the weight 
and measurement of 60 per cent of the children to the age of five 
years were taken during the month of May. 

Mrs Emma C. Newcomb of Walpole substituted for Miss 
Parker while on her vacation in July and Miss Adams in December. 

During the year ending October 31, 1918, visits were made 
on 281 patients showing an increase of 64 visits and 31 patients. 
There have been 82 babies taken care of, an increase of 15. 

The Board of Directors wish to thank all who have given their 
support to the nurse and the Association.

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REPORT OF STREET AND ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENTS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


In submitting this report we will start with a general review 
of the work accomplished the past year, and recommendations for 
the ensuing year ending with tables showing the aggregate and 
unit cost of the various jobs. 

It is needless to say this department like others of its kind was 
greatly handicapped in the execution of its work on account 
of scarcity of labor and the strict Government regulations on all 
materials; so we have not accomplished all we would like to have 
but hope to be able to make up for lost time the ensuing year. 


DEPARTMENT OF STREETS, DRAINS, SIDEWALKS AND 
ENGINEERING 


Oganization: G. C. Brehm, Superintendent and Town Engi- 
neer; Wm. Hennessey, Construction Foreman; Geo. Ryan, 
Clerk and Timekeeper. 


DIVISION OF GENERAL HIGHWAYS 


General Maintenance. 


In maintaining our streets we have tried to follow up and 
keep them patched as soon as the smallest defect was no- 
ticed, using a tar mixture of cold patching compound for 
this work. Most of our streets, however, are in such poor 
shape that they are beyond maintenance and resurfacing 
is necessary. 


Scraping Back Roads. 


Most of this work was finished before the writer took 
charge but from general data all the back roads were gone 
over with the scraper and gravel placed on some. Another 
year we hope to make several road drags and distribute 
them in different sections of the town with orders to drag 
the road after each rain. We believe this to be necessary 
for the proper maintenance of our earth and gravel roads, 
also a very practicable way of having the work done. 


Cinder Walks. 


We have laid very few cinder walks this year: a small 
piece on Washington Street opposite the Play Ground and 
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a small piece on Pleasant Street near the cemetery. At 
both these places the sidewalks were low and muddy and we 
feel that this work has improved the condition greatly, and 
consider the money well spent. A cinder walk was also 
laid on the westerly side of Main Street from East Street 
to top of hill. 

The writer recommends more attention be given this work 
on our out lying districts the ensuing year. 


Catch Basins. 


All catch basins have received the strictest attention, be- 
ing cleaned spring, summer and fall and a few, more often, 
as conditions warranted. Several new catch basins of the 
open curb type were built, and on account of the great added 
effeciency of this type all new ones will be constructed sim- 
ilarly in the future. The new basins built this year were 
located at Main Street near Front Street; Elm Street at 
Fales’ Shop; East Street 150 feet west of Main Street; and) 
Washington Street near High Plain Street. Pedestrians who 
travel in any of the above locations can not help but notice 
the betterment of drainage conditions. 


Snow, Ice and Sanding. 


We have tried to have the plows on the job as soon as 
practical and have in every way tried to keep our walks 
well sanded. This work, however, is not perfect and a com- 
plaint directly to this office of any dangerous place will re- 
ceive our attention at once and will be greatly appreciated. 


Resurfacing. 


Washington Street from the Norwood Line to Short Street 
was spiked up, recrowned, and given two coats of Tarvia B. 
This road from the Norwood Line to East Street receives 
the heaviest kind of auto traffic on account of the large man- 
ufacturing plants and although this type of road is not meant 
for such hard use we feel by proper maintenance and the 
application of oil in the spring it will show a good surface 
for a few years. 

In resurfacing Common Street, on account of the strict 
Government regulation on oil, we were only able to obtain 
enough oil for that portion from Main Street to Clapp Street. 
Part of this street from Main Street to Riverside Place did 
not stand up as well as it should have on account of being 
shaded and always damp, also on account of our inability 
to get the sand on, (because of labor conditions) before traf- 
fic went on. Traffic going on before sanded, caused the oil 
to stick to the wheels and pull the roadway with it. 
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Washington Street from Common Street to South Wal- 
pole was also resurfaced and again we were unfortunate in 
not being granted oil from the Government. A gravel road 
for such streets is a thing of the past. 


Stone Crusher. 


We have placed the stone crusher on the Bird land in 
East Walpole and have had about 250 tons of stone, ready 
to be crushed, hauled to it. It was impossible to operate 
our crusher this year on account of shortage of labor. 

The writer does not believe he is in the minority when he 
suggests the purchase of a quarry and the erection of an 
up-to-date crushing plant by the permanent setting of our 
crusher and the installation of air drills etc., so our stone 
could be quarried at the lowest possible figure, but the pre- 
sent way of crushing stone by moving your crusher here 
and crushing 250 ton and then moving it to some other gra- 
vel bank and possibly being able to crush 200 tons more 
without another move is not only costly but very slow and 

‘ inefficient. When you come to figure that to-day crushed 
stone cost you $3.00 per ton to purchase it from outsiders 
and the writer knows we could quarry and crush our own 
stone with an efficient plant for $1.50 per ton at the most 
and granting that the requirements would be about 5,000 
tons (enough for about 114 miles of road) for the year, a 
nice little saving of $7500 would be slated up which would 
pay for your plant and part of the quarry. Besides the 
saving of actual dollars, the convenience of having the stone 
when you want it and the size you want is a big consid- 
eration. We must have stone to build streets with as the 
gravel road even when given a coat of heavy oil can not 
stand the abuse our main streets undergo to-day. Now the 
only question is will we buy from Jim Smith and pay $3.00 
a ton or will we crush our own and save $1.50 per ton. 


Drains. 


Several of our drains in the outlying sections of the town 
have been neglected so long that some of them are no longer 
visible. The only way the writer got any information in 
regard to some was through the goodness of some old resi- 
dents pointing them out. We have cleared all drains we know 
of existing. A few old drains were brought to our attention 
at such a late hour that it was impossible for us to attend 
to them properly this year on account of weather conditions. 

. In the early spring we hope to put them in tip top shape. 

A 10 in. Terra Cotta drain was placed across Pleasant 
Street at the cemetery which has greatly improved the drain- 
age conditions at that point. | | | 
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A large 24 in. drain was placed across Fisher Street to re- 
place the old stone drain which was in such bad shape that 
it was beyond repair. Several of our open drains are in 
very bad conditions and will have to receive attention the 


; 


ensuing year. | 


General Construction. 


On parts of Washington Street, West Street, Gould Street, 
Gill Street, North Street, Pemberton Street, Bowker Street, 
Norfolk Street, Plimpton Street, and Peach Street six to 
eight inches of gravel was placed. The section where the 
gravel was placed were considered to be the extreme bad 
parts of the streets and as we did not have enough money 
to care for the entire surface of all the above streets the prac- 
tice of taking care of the worst parts was carried out. 


Office Records. 


Strict Office records are kept on every phase of the work 
and daily balances of stock, labor and funds available on all 
appropriations and sub-appropriations for particular jobs 
are available at all times and open for inspection of the public. 
Also a complete system of quotations, orders, invoices and 
price accounts are kept up-to-date and are also open to public 
inspection and we sincerely trust that more of our citizens 
will become interested in the operation of their affairs at least 
to the extent that they will call at the office and there be kept 
in touch with the carrying on of the work as approved by them. 


Orling. 


Our oiling this year was rather limited on account of not 
being able to obtain any oil because of. the Government 
Ban. Front Street, part of Elm Street and part of West 
Street around the Common was about the extent of this work 
the past year but we hope to be able to give the majority of 
our streets a good coat of oil the ensuing year and would 
recommend an appropriation of at least $5,000 for the 
ensuing year for this most important work. 


MAIN STREET CONSTRUCTION 


On account of raising Main Street at Front Street, the side- 
walks on both sides from Front Street to Neponset Avenue 
were left very low causing a great deal of inconvenience to 
the general public. The curb on the west side was raised 
and the walk filled with gravel. On the east side on account 
of the large amount of fill necessary to bring the Craig pro- 
perty to proper grade of a sidewalk, laid on a grade to con-

form to the street, a catch basin was built which answered 
the purpose and relieved the miserable condition greatly. 
The writer recommends however the construction of a cement 
concrete sidewalk from Neponset Avenue to Front Street 
the ensuing year. 


TOWN HALL GRADING 


We feel the improvements made around our Town Hall 
are appreciated by all and we hope we may be able to even 
more beautify our municipal building by the construction 
of a cement walk on Stone Street from Main Street past the 
Fire Station, also cleaning up and generally improving the 
rear yard of the hall and constructing a driveway on the 
northerly side. The retaining wall in front has been let go 
so long before finishing that the only method practical now 
is by rubbing with a stone. The writer recommends that 
this be done the ensuing year. 


AUTOMOBILE 


A second hand Ford Automobile was purchased by this 
department about the middle of June. The writer would 
recommend that this machine be made into a two ton truck 
with a dump body. There are now made a great many 
satisfactory units to be applied to a Ford machine for a very 
reasonable cost. It is needless to say that a truck of this 
type would pay for itself many times over. A truck of this 
type would be of great advantage in connection with a stone 
crushing plant where our hauls are rather long. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Bituminous Work. 


The writer has said many times the gravel road for our 
main streets is a thing of the past and a waste of money. 
He suggests that a systematic road program be laid out for 
the next 3 to 5 years, whereby at the end of that time all our 
main roads will be of the permanent bituminous type of pave- 
ment and our residential streets also of a permanent char- 
acter. 

Our main streets namely, Common Street from Main to 
Washington Street, Washington Street from Norwood Line 
to Short Street and from Common Street to Foxboro Line, 
Elm Street from Main Street to Medfield Line have an area 
of approximately 77,250 square yards of road surface mean- 
ing an expenditure of $120,000 in five years or $24,000 per 
vear. If the State and County would each help with one- 
fourth the town’s share would only be $12,000 per year and 


¢ 
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ae Walpole can well afford $12,000 per year for good 
roads. 

The above streets could be taken in any order, but the 
writer recommends first consideration to be given Common 
Street (15,000 square yards). 

For our secondary streets your engineer recommends two 
types of roads as follows: 


Type A. A coating of from 2 to 3 in. of crushed stone 
bound with water and stone dust and sealed with a 
coat of heavy oil. 


Type B. Gravel with a seal coat of heavy oil. 


I believe that by carrying out this program our main- 
tenance account will rapidly decrease while our good roads 
increase and therefore respectfully recommend it for your 
consideration and judgment. 


Sidewalks. 


As Clark Avenue, Maple Street, Stone Street and Main 
Street at Fisher School have already a suitable foundation 
for a concrete walk and as these walks are below the finished 
erade and ready to receive the 4 in. of concrete the construc- 
tion of which was delayed on account of the war and on account 
of them being so low in some’ cases below the street, causing 
a very bad condition for pedestrians, I believe it would be 
most proper to complete these walks the ensuing year. 


Oiling. 

East Street is beginning to ravel and loose its life and it 
is important that this road receive a seal coat of heavy oil 
this year. 

I would also recommend that we give a coat of oil to as 
many of our roads as are in condition to receive it. 


Municipal Work Sheds. 


Under the present system of storing our road machinery 
at different points, it is not only impossible to keep tract 
of them but most inconvenient when starting a new Job. 
A great deal of our equipment has to stand out all winter 
on account of lack of room. We should have a suitable 
work yard where all our equipment can be stored also a sand 
shed to store sand for the winter months, as it is most incon- 
venient and costly to get sand from a bank, for sanding our 
walks when the bank is frozen. This the writer believes to 
be a most important recommendation and should receive 
seroius consideration. 
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General Work. 


The resurfacing of Union Street with type A from Wash- 
ington Street to Pleasant Street. 

Even if your honorable board sees fit to approve the pro- 
gram of permanent roads, as recommended by your engineer; 
Elm Street is in such a deplorable condition and no doubt being 
the last of the main roads to be constructed of the permanent 
type, the writer believes it would be most economical to re- 
surface this street and give it a coat of oil. This would keep 
the road in good shape for a few years and by keeping the 
road bed low it would make a very suitable sub-base for our 
permanent road. 

If at this time the permanent road program does not meet 
your approval Washington Street to South Walpole should 
be resurfaced and oiled, and Common Street should be re- 
surfaced and oiled. 

A few new catch basins will have to be built. Those in 
mind at present are on Lewis Avenue, and Plimpton Street , 
at Main Street. 


Graveling & Resurfacing. 


As well as working out a permanent program for our 
main highways the writer believes it to be most important, 
to carry out a systematic plan in the construction of our main 
residential streets or central residential street and our second- 
ary or outlying residential streets. 

Most of our central residential streets are constructed of 
gravel but have become so worn that maintenance is imposs- 
ible, therefore your engineer believes that a definite number 
should be taken each year and constructed of Type A. Con- 
struction. 

We have requested $8,000 for this work the ensuing year. 

In requesting $5,000 for graveling the writer also had in 
mind carrying out a definite plan on our secondary residen- 
tial streets or back roads. 

With the exception of a few stretches here and there most 
of these streets are impassable from 6 to 8 weeks of the year. 
By going over these roads in the spring with a scraper they 
are made fairly passable during the summer months, but 
as soon as the frost begins to leave the ground these roads . 
are again back to their unpassable shape. 

If from five to six miles of road were constructed of Type 
B. construction, each year, at the end of 6 years we could 
have all our roads at least passable 365 days in the year. 

In laying out the particular streets to receive first atten- 
tion the writer suggests those used by the greatest number 
of people, which naturally makes their physical condition 
worse. 
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Following are tables showing the aggregate and unit cost of the

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE WALPOLE. 
| PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Trustees presents its annual report for the year 


ending December 31st, 1918. 


The Board organized this year with Mr. L. F. Fales, Chairman ; 
Mr. C. A. Gilmore, Treasurer; Mrs. Eleanor Goddard, Secre- 
tary; and Miss Mabel Clarke, Mr. Allan Russell and Mrs. Eleanor 
Goddard, Book Committee. 

The usual detailed statistics showing the use of the Library 
during the past year will be found in the report of the Librarian. 
The growth of the library in usefulness, which circulation sta- 
tistics cannot adequately express, has been larger and more varied | 


than ever before. There has been a decided increase in the more 


serious type of reading and an increase in the circulation of the 
juvenile books. There has been no increase in the total circu- 
lation, due to the loss of time in October when it was necessary 
to close the library on account of the Influenza. 

The co-operation between the library and the schools of the 
town has steadily increased. Former reports have indicated 
the ways in which the resources of the library were made avail- 
able; by loan of books to the schools, and by reservation of books 
for study in the library building and for supplementary reading. 
This year, for the first time, visits in small groups were made 
from the High School, for instruction in the use of the Library. 
The results of this instruction cannot help but be a more intelli- 
gent use of this Library on the parts of the pupil and a closer 
relation between school and Library. 

In November, a most interesting exhibition of French war 
pictures was held in the reading room of the Library. The photo- 
graphs were loaned by the Children’s Museum of Boston. They 
were of special interest to the schools and to our public, as well 
as to visitors from the neighboring towns. Other exhibits of 
a similar nature will probably be held next year. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Leach, the Junior Canning Clubs,

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
othe Basing work with the schools this year has shown us 
more than ever before, our need of new reference books. In 
our Reference Room there is much of value. There is also much 
that is out-of-date, and an effort should be made to replace the 
out-of-date material this coming year. The most important 
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need, right now, is a good encyclopedia, which would facilitate 
our work with the schools and with the public. The smaller 
works needed could be added month by month, thereby making 
no great expenditure at one time. . 

With the growth of the Library comes the increasing demand 
for more new fiction. It has been very difficult for the main 
library to meet this demand and at the same time keep up the 
branches supplied. We duplicate some of the novels for Fast 
Walpole and I would suggest that we duplicate for the main library 
as well, this third volume being used at South and North Walpole 
for a short period. South Walpole should be given more of the 
new fiction; there is an increasing demand for it there and borrowers 
are growing weary of coming to the shelves and not finding the 
books which the rest of the town is reading. 

Over a thousand books were loaned to the schools this year 
and more could be loaned if we did not have to depend wholly 
on the juvenile shelves for our.:supply. In order to help in this 
work, we have started a collection of books to be kept separate 
from those in the Children’s Room and borrowed by teachers 
and mothers only. Most of the books in this collection will be 
duplicates of those already in the library but in some cases, better 
editions whose illustrations will prove of value in portrayal of 
periods in history. To keep this collection by itself, a new book- 
case, with a glass front, is needed. This could be placed where 
the old, unused catalogue now stands. 

A list of the picture subjects heading was sent to each school 
building this year and over six-hundred pictures were loaned to 
the schools for class work. 

The story hour was started in November under the direction 
of Miss Bancroft. 

A new magazine, “Carry On’ has been added to the library. 
It is a magazine on the Reconstruction of disabled soldiers, and 
sailors and is edited by the office of the Surgeon General, U. S. 
Army. 

The Christmas Book Week was unusually attractive and success- 
ful this year. The books were exhibited near the charging desk 
where they attracted the attention of all who came into the library. 
This has proved to be a much better place than the Trustees’ 
Room where it has been held for the past two years. Informa- 
tion as to price and place of purchase was given to many. ‘This 
“Good Book Week” has surely proved its value to Walpole this |

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith present their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1918. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics con- 
cerning the plant. 

At the annual meeting, Harry I.. Howard was re-elected a member 
of the Board for three years. The Board organized with the choice 
of Henry P. Plimpton as chairman and Harry L. Howard as clerk. 

The plant has been run an average of 20 hours and 40 minutes 
per day, for every day in the year. The average daily pumpage 
was 1,210,590 gallons, an increase of 249,318 gallons over the daily 
average of last year. 

The mach:nery is in fair condition, and has done the work with- 
out any serious breakdown, but needs a thorough overhauling, 
as soon as a new pump is installed. 

A total of 12 new service connections have been put in during 
the year, 5 of these were renewals, so that we have made a gain 
of but 7 services for this year. 

We have laid about 200 feet of 6 inch pipe, and installed 1 hydrant 
on Pocahontas Street, 1 hydrant on East Street and one on High 
Plain Street. 

Water takers will do well to examine their service pipe where 
it enters the cellar, as a pipe that has been laid 15 or 20 years is 
bound to rust out where it passes thru the cellar wall, and it is 
much safer to have it renewed than to wait until it leaks and the 
cellar is flooded. 

The Winter of 1917-1918 was the occasion of more widespread 
trouble from the freezing of services, than any other since water- 
works became established generally throughout the country AND 
WE HAD OUR SHARE OF IT. 

Water mains and services freeze when the temperature of the 
ground immediately around them falls below the freezing point, 
to a sufficient degree, for a sufficiently long time, or over a suffi- 
ciently long distance to lower the temperature of the water in 
the pipe to the freezing point. 

Since the freezing is affected from the exterior, if the water is 
comparatively quiet the freezing will begin at the walls of the pipe 
and extend inward. If the ground surrounding the pipe is frozen, 
it would seem to be only a question of time when the water in the 
service froze, whether it was kept in motion by open faucets or 
not, since water flowing thru pipes has a cross motion as well as 
one of progression. We found this very thing to happen in the case 
of long services, the larger the pipe the less danger there is of freez- 
ing, as in one case we-found the ground frozen around an 8 inch 
main and the main all right, while a service pipe leading from 
it was frozen solid, and these pipes were buried five feet and six 
inches. 
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The only sure preventative of the freezing of service pipes 
would appear to be laying them to a greater depth than is costo- 
mary, but in the reports we have received from New England cities 
and towns, we find services reported frozen that were laid 7 feet 
deep. It seems therefore to have made very little difference in 
the number of services frozen whether the depths was 4 or 7 feet. 

We had a total of 219 services frozen or about 20 per cent of all 
services. The 6 inch main (dead end) in Summer Street was 
frozen, and several hundred feet of it had to be renewed. ‘This 
happened on the rebuilt portion of the street, where the street was 
not filled up to grade, as established at the time the pipe was laid. 


Also 6 inch mains on Pine, Allen, and Pleasant Streets were frozen, 


and in each case several lengths of pipe had to be replaced. 

The only serious break occured on a hydrant branch, on Main 
Street near Common, this causing some damage to abutting 
property. 

We had an electric thawing machine made, and used it success- 
fully on both small service pipe and the 6 inch mains. 

Our running expenses, both for coal and labor, increased to 
such an extent that in order to meet our charges it was necessary 
to increase rates to large consumers about 40 per cent. 

If present conditions continue, it may be necessary to make a 
slight increase in all rates. 

The coal situation has improved over last year, so that we have 
been able to carry a good supply at all times. 

The new 16 inch force main, through Washington Street, from 
the pumping station to the stand pipe, was completed, and has 
been in use since about November Ist. The use of this main 
cuts down the friction, so that we are saving 400 to 500 pounds 
of coal on a 24 hours run. 

The New Supply has come along as fast as conditions have al- 
lowed, and the end of the year sees about all the outside work 
completed. ; | 

As soon as the Town voted to increase the supply, application 
was made to the Capital Issues Committge, to issue bonds to cover 
the cost. After more or less delay, the necessary permission was 
finally granted about the first of June. The bonds were sold by 
the town treasurer to good advantage. 


As soon as possible, after the Government’s permission was — 


granted, and it was safe to go ahead with the work, proposals were 
called for, for supplying all the material, labor, ete. Bids were 
opened on June 24th, but prices and conditions were such that 
it was deemed for the best interest of the Town to reject all bids, 
and consider some other method of getting the work put in. 
After careful consideration, it was thought advisable to let 
part of the work out on a Cost Plus Basis, this included driving 
the wells and furnishing and laying the suction pipe, and force 
main ete. In conjunction with this plan, it was thought advisable 
to employ some one as consulting engineer to act in an advisory 
capacity, also to inspect all work and material and to audit all bills.

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An agreement was made with Moore «& Co. to furnish all material 
and labor on a percentage basis, and with Weston & Sampson to 
act as consulting engineers. This combination has worked out 
very satisfactory for all parties, the work has gone on without 
any friction, except that caused by the demoralized condition of 
labor and transportation. 

On account of the Government refusing to release anv steel for 
any purpose whatsoever, we were unable to get a single bid on a 
steel stand pipe, so under the advice of our engineers, it was de- 
cided to erect a stand pipe of re-enforced concrete, the cost being 
about the same as one of steel under normal conditions. Size 
60 x 45, capacity 1,070,000 gals. 

The concrete stand pipe has been erected by the Simpson Bros. 
Corp. under plans and specifications of Mr. Simpson. It is practi- 


eally completed and will proabbly be in use in a few weeks. 


The pumping machinery is to be furnished by the F. H. Hayes 
Machinery Co., with whom we have contracted to furnish a power 
driven Smith-Vaile Pump, made by the Platt Iron Works of Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

_ Delay caused by government work, labor troubles, and lately 
by influenza have put. back the delivery of machinery so that it is 
uncertain when it will be set up and running. 

The pump will be driven by an electric motor furnished by F. A. 
Hartshorn. . 

Acting under the advice of Mr. Goodnough, the chief engineer 
of the State Board of Health, six test wells were driven at various 
parts of the Water shed, and it was finally decided to locate the 
wells on the southerly side of Washington Street about 1,000 feet 
from the pumping station. In this location 61-21% inch wells have 
been driven, varying in depth from 40 to 60 feet. The quality 
of the water in the new wells is about the same as our present 


‘supply, and the quantity ample for our needs. 


Under the instructions of the State Board of Health, sufficient 
land on the Southerly side of Washington Street, about 105 acres, 
from five different owners, has been taken to insure the safety of 
the water supply. We have also taken over at private sale about 
one acre of land with buildings, situated on the corner of Wash- 
ington and South Street, also the so-called Low Farm, of about 
AO acres with buildings, situated on Washington Street adjoining 
the Pumping Station Lot. | ; sich 

These takings include land in the immediate vicinity of the wells, 
and ought, as we are advised by the State Board of Health, to 


- safeguard our water shed, altho it is the judgement of their en- 


gineer that the town ought, in the near future, to take more 
of the land of the water shed. _ 

This report on the New Supply is not intended as final, as the 
work is not completed. The New Supply, as laid out, will be 
entirely independent of the old, but will be interchangable, that 
is, either set of machinery, can be used on either set of wells. 
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REPORT OF NEW CONSTRUCTION 
By Moore & Co., 1918. 
Driven Wells. 


There are driven in Low Brook Meadow, sixty-one (61) new 
214 inch wells. The total length of the wells was 2,958 feet. The 
average depth of each well was 4814 feet. The size of each well 
was two and one half (214) inches. The total length of the con- 
nections for the sixty-one wells was eighteen hundred and fifty 
(1850) feet. 

The suction mains laid from the wells to the pumping station 
were as follows: 


799 feet of 16 inch cast iron pipe 
133 feet of 14 inch cast iron pipe 
160 feet of 12 inch cast iron pipe 
138 feet of 10 inch cast iron pipe 
200 feet of 8 inch cast iron pipe 
250 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe 


The total cost of driving wells, connecting same and laying 
suction mains was $24,622.20. | 


New 16 inch Supply main 


The total length of the new 16 inch main, from the pumping 
station to the stand pipe, was nine thousand one hundred and 
twenty (9,120) feet. 

There were set on this line six independently gated hydrants 
and two sixteen inch, nine twelve inch, two ten inch and one 
six inch gates. 

The 16 inch main was cross connected with the old mains of the 
system at the corners of Washington and Common streets; Wash- 
ington and Peach streets; Washington and High Plain streets; 
and on the pumping station lot. The total cost of the new 16 inch 
line, including cost of furnishing and setting hydrants, gates and 
making cross connections and excavating rock was approximately 
$60,286.39.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The School Committee submits herewith its report for the year 
ending December 31, 1918. 

The year we have just passed through will undoubtedly be 
recognized for all time as the most eventful period in the history. 
of the world. It has been a year filled with economic and social 
changes which have affected all organizations, especially our 
school system. The epidemic which swept the country made 
it necessary to close our schools for three weeks at the beginning. 
of the fall term. 

During the year there were 15 resignations in the teaching 
force of our grade schools. These changes were not entirely 
due to better salary offers for with the generous appropriation 
given by the voters of the town the committee was able to main- 
tain a maximum salary schedule for grade teachers which com- 
pares favorably with most of the larger towns and several of the 
cities in the Commonwealth. A number left to go into the Ser- 
vice or affiliated work and the great demand for teachers caused 
others to change. 

In the High School: there were six resignations. This is a rather 
high percentage and it is felt that maximum salaries for all grades 
may have to be increased this coming year if we are to have the 
best available teaching force. 

During the summer vacation Mr. E. Schuyler Cobb resigned 
as Superintendent. ‘The Committee after carefully considering 
many candidates, appointed Mr. Harrie J. Phipps, of Easton, 
Mass., the present incumbent, to fill the vacancy. Mr. Phipps 
is a graduate of Harvard College, 1908. He comes to the Town 

of Walpole after an experience of 15 years in school work, having 
been connected with the Alleghany Academy at Cumberland, 
Maryland, the Allen School, West Newton, the Malden, Mass. 
High School and for seven years was connected with the Town of 
Easton, Mass., holding the position of Superintendent during 
the last three years of his service. The Committee feel sure that 
Mr. Phipps will have the co-operation of all our people and that 
he will bring the schools of Walpole up to the right standard of work. 

The upkeep of our school buildings, plumbing, heating and ven- 
tilating apparatus is of the most importance for the best health, 
sanitation, and comfort of our pupils and teachers. After the 
trying experiences of the winters 1917 and 1918, it was very evi- 
dent that in those buildings where we lost so much school time on 
account of insufficient heating, that increased facilities must be 
provided. The following are the repairs and changes made:

By vote of the town, $75,000.00 was appropriated for one unit 
of a 3-unit plan for the East Walpole School Building. By ruling 
during the war period from Washington, the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee refused to allow the work to proceed. On January Ist, © 
1919, all restrictions were removed. At a recent meeting of the 
Building Committee, which consists of the School Board together 
with Joseph 8. Leach, George R. Wyman and Thomas F. Maguire, 
it was unanimously voted to prepare plans and get estimates for 
a 16 room building. This work is now going on and we will be 
ready to come before the town at the March meeting with 
definite plans and definite estimates covering the whole project. 
The basis on which we worked during the war period was to put up 
one §-room building and leave the additional units for a later 
period. Now that the war is over, it is only the part of good 
business as well as keeping faith with the people of East Wal- 
pole, to build a 16-room building and give to East Walpole the 
equipment which has been so sadly lacking. The citizens of 
East Walpole have been very patient for a number of years 
under the very trying conditions of the school buildings and we 
are sure the town will approve the recommendations of its build- 
ing committee in going ahead with the complete unit this year. 

During the coming year there will probably be some increased 
cost of maintenance and operation over last year but a very com-— 
plete checking up and investigation is now on relative to the 
salaries which we should pay for the various grades. A budget 
is now being prepared for presentation at the next town meeting. 

The School Board appreciates the co-operation, especially of 
the parent Teachers’ Association, and hopes this next year we’ 
can have even a better and closer co-operation on all matters 
pertaining to the School System.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Walpole, Mass. 


I present herewith my first report, the forty-third in the series of 
annual reports. ~My report will follow the same general outline of 
the reports of the last few years in order that comparisons may 
be more easily made. 

The year 1918 has seen many changes in our national life, 
changes which have had their reflection in our school life. All the 
great national drives which were started had their counterpart 
in the schools. It was early found that one of the best methods 
of reaching the homes was through the children in the schools. 

The first week in the year, the schools were closed at the request 
of the Fuel Board, although our schools were fortunately well 
supplied. 

The drive for school gardens became prominent when spring 
opened. A school garden army of 200 soldiers was organized. 
Several of the schools also had war gardens. 

In April the Junior Red Cross was organized and all our schools 
enrolled one hundred per cent. membership. The courses in 
drawing, sewing, cooking, and manual training were modified 
to lend their aid to war work. ‘The courses in history, geography 
and arithmetic were made richer by the introduction of current 
topics. 

Most of the children were interested in the campaign for Thrift 
and War Savings Stamps. In the lower grades the pupils became 
members of the Happy Jack Thrift Club. Two classes in the 
High School and several rooms in the grades had 100 per cent of the 
the members owning stamps. The pupils have invested in these 
stamps $7,906.12. 
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This fall term had hardly settled down into good running order 
when our schools were closed for seventeen days by the epidemic 
of influenza which swept over the country. However so far we have 
been more fortunate than some of the neighboring towns which 
have had to close a second time. 

The eleventh of November, the day of the signing of the armis- 
tice, was celebrated by a procession and bonfire arranged by the 
high school pupils. 


Membership 


The total membership of the schools of Walpole for the school 
year 1917-18 was 1299 pupils, 46 more than during the preceeding 
year. The enrollment since September 1918 is 1331, 35 more than 
during the corresponding period last year. During the last few 
years the increase has been steady at the rate of about one room 
per year. The membership however, has been distributed in 
such a manner that while certain rooms were crowded there were 
not enough pupils for an additional room. 

At the Plimpton school the sixth and seventh grades had beah 
sitting in one room which became so congested that it was neces- 
sary to open another room, one formerly used for manual train- 
ing. This allowed us to organize the sixth, seventh, and eighth 
grades with departmental work making it conform with work at 
the Stone and Bird Schools. 

I need only mention the unsatisfactory conditions at the Bird 
School, especially in the first grade. Part of the grade is on part 
time in the morning, the remainder sits in a room with the fifth 
gerade In the afternooon the kindergarten teacher takes part 
of the first grade. As there are 67 pupils, two rooms should be 
devoted to this grade Grades two, three and four are so large 
that we employ an assistant teacher. This year, however, most 
of the assistant’s time has been given to substitute work. These 
conditions will be remedied with the new building which now 
seems assured. 

The new building should be large enough to accommodate the 
pupils of the freshman class of the high school who live in East 
Walpole, these freshmen with the seventh and eighth grades 
making a three year junior high school. This would relieve the 
conditions at the high school for several years. 

In spite of predictions that, because of war conditions and war 
wages, the attendance at the high school would be smaller this 
term, we have the largest enrollment in the history of the school 


Study of the Ages and Grades of Children 


By reference to Table F giving the complete statistics con- 
cerning the ages of children and their distribution through the 
grades, and comparing this table with that of last year, it will 
be seen that the number of children in Grade 1 increased from 


=e 


' 
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175 to’ 183; that Grade II increased from 118 to 146 and that 
Grade III increased from 108 to 134. The other grades show 
'no marked increase or decrease. The number of children too 
old for their grades according to the established standards has 
decreased from 97 to 91. This is probably due, ds was called to 
your attention in the report of last year, to our low entering 
_ age and larger proportion of our pupils in the first three grades. 


Attendance 


The percentage attendance for the year ending June 1918, was 
91.44 not as high as the year before. This next year will prob- 
ably establish a low record. Since the epidemic, pupils having 
colds with coughing and sneezing have been sent home. Parents 
have been very careful about sending their children when there 
was the least danger of infection. 

In comparing Table E the causes of absence with that of 1917, 
we find the percentage for illness a little less than last year, but 
the absences caused by quarantining have increased 6.1 per cent. 
The,other causes show a slight decrease in percentage. 


Evening School 


Because of the epidemic, the opening of the evening school 
was postponed until November 14. ‘Two new courses were of- 
fered this year for the first time, Wireless Operation, and Home 
Nursing. ‘The class for Wireless Operators which was for drafted 
men of the United States Army was abandoned as the ending of 
the war stopped the call for operators. 


Changes in the Teaching Force 


The changes in teachers for the past two years has been about 
25 per cent. for each year. ‘This year the changes have amounted 
_ to about 38 per cent. Undoubtedly this increase has been caused 
_ by the war and the shortage of teachers. The schools of Walpole 
will never become excellent while we have this enormous loss 
seach year. The schools depend largely upon the teacher. 
In one year a teacher just begins to get acquainted with our sys- 
tem, learns the course of study and what the superintendent and 
special instructors require of her. She is much more valuable 
her second year and so on for a number of years. ‘The majority 
of the faculty of the high school should stay long enough to build 
up those traditions which help so in building the characters of 
the pupils of the high-school. There is only one member of the 
high school faculty at present who was there in June 1917. Let 
us hope that this will not happen again in the near future. 
In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee and the 
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teachers of Walpole for their hearty support given me during my — 
short term of office here.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Harrie J. Phipps, Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Walpole High 
School. ! 

The total membership this year is 258 as compared with 243 
last year and 239 in 1916. ‘This steady growth at a time when 
such opportunities for employment at very high wages were open — 
to all is very gratifying, coming as it does when the enrollment 
of many high schools shows a marked decrease. 

The course of study has been changed very little since the last 
annual report. A course in Biology has been added and is open 
to Sophomores. The work in Agriculture is now given at the Nor- 
folk County Agricultural School where our pupils have the ad- 
vantage of the equipment of that school. This class meets at 
the end of our school day and so does not interfere with the other 
high school classes. The work in Physical Culture has been car- 
ried on this year on the same plan as last year with good results. 
Many who attended the prize drill given by the pupils last spring 
. expressed themselves as highly pleased by the work that was being 
done. 

Because of the shortage of paper and the high cost of printing 
it did not seem best to try to publish the school paper this year. 
It is hoped that the students may gain the valuable experience 
that work on such a publication should give through work on the 
local newspaper. } 

The plan of having the members of the Junior class prepare a 
lunch for all pupils who preferred to buy at school rather than 
bring food from home proved a great success last year and is — 
being followed again this year. It is possible at the present time to ; 
obtain an appetizing, healthful lunch at the school for a very _ 
smal]l sum of money. 

The operetta Sylvia was given by the pupils of the school last — 
winter for the benefit of the athletic fund of the school. Much — 
latent talent was developed and a complete success achieved. 
The school voted to use half of the sum obtained, toward the 
payment of the long-standing debt. Fifty-one dollars was used 
for this purpose. A play is now being prepared and will be given 
early this winter. The school is ambitious to clear up the athletic 
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debt this year and also to equip the baseball team with the uni- 
- forms that it needs. 

' An addition to the equipment of the school that will mean 
- much in its work is being made in the fitting out as a library of a 
~ small room on the second floor, formerly used as a storeroom for 
supplies. The old furnishings of the room have been removed and 
a library table and chairs have been placed there. We already 
have about 250 volumes as a nucleus for a school library and 
the Public Library will allow us to keep at the school such books 
as the various classes need. This school library will be in charge 
of a member of the faculty and will be available for the use of the 
student body. 

The pupils have shown splendid interest and enthusiasm in the 
great work that has been foremost in the thoughts of all, this 
year, and have tried in every way to aid in forwarding the win- 
ning of the war. Groups of high school girls have been working 
twice a week at the Red Cross Rooms, the school has joined the 
Junior Red Cross as a body and in the recent campaign for mem- 
bership in that body had a fifty percent. over subscription of the 
allotted quota Peach stones and metal foil have been collected. 
An enthusiastic competition has been carried on by the four class- 
es in the Thrift Stamp campaign with the result as shown in the ac- 
companying illustrations.

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__ The class graduating last June presented the school with a fifty 
dollar Liberty bond as its class gift. In all the work a spirit of 
co-operation and school unity has been developed which should 
be carried into all the work of the school. | 

An indication of the character of the work being done by the 
high school at this time is to be found in the fact that the New 
England College Entrance Board has again placed the Walpole 
High School on its list of approved schools, this time for a period 
of three years. 

In closing my report I wish again to call attention to the fine 
way in which the pupils work together in the school in carrying 
on the varied activities of the school. In that fine spirit of 
co-operation lies a great source of strength and achievement. 

I also wish to express my great appreciation of your help and 
of the cordial support of the School Committee and the Commu- 
nity.

REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR

My dear Mr. Phipps: 


During the past year our regular drawing course was not en- 
tirely followed as there was a call for special work. 

From March, on through April, May and June, in the Inter- 
mediate and Grammar grades we worked for the Junior Red Cross. 
Scrap books, picture puzzles, checker boards and dominoes were 
made. I endeavored to make this work carry out my general 
aim, in order that the child would obtain the same training as 
he would under normal conditions. 

This year, the conditions in the seventh amd eighth grade 
drawing are somewhat improved. The boys are getting a special 
course in mechanical drawing and design, in connection with their 
course in woodworking. The girl’s course provides training 
along the lines of home furnishing and design, in connection with 
dress. If it were not for the lack of time for this work I feel that 
this course would be much more satisfactory, than the regular 
seventh and eighth grade drawing. 

I am sorry it was not deemed advisable to have free hand draw- 
ing in the High School this year, as I feel that such a course should 
not have been dropped.

My work as Supervisor of Music in Walpole, began in Feb- 
ruary, 1918. . 

In the grades my aim has been to give particular attention to 
tone, sight singing, and ear training. A limited amount of tech- 
nical work has also been taught. As a result the most marked 


- improvement is particularly evident in the quality of tone. 


In the. High School the object of the work in Music is effect- 
ive chorus singing. In September it seemed wise to divide the 
High School into two classes; one composed of Seniors and Jun- 
iors, and the other of Sophomores and Freshmen. It has been 
necessary to discontinue the High School Orchestra this year 
on the account of the lack of students playing orchestral instru- 
ments. 

If music were elective in the High School and the pupils were 
given credit for chorus and orchestra (when such exists), there 
would be a greater stimulus for more earnest endeavor on the 
part of the students. 

Because of the hearty co-operation of the teachers, my work 
has been unusually pleasant. No one could ask for more inter- 
esting or more interested girls and boys to teach.

I submit my annual report of drawing and manual training 
in the Walpole Public Schools. 

The work in the High School is running this year upon the 
same plan as last year, namely a Practical Arts Course consist- 
ing of mechanical drawing and shop work with their kindred 
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studies. In this course many real jobs are in process. School and 
home furniture and repair work occupy most of the time. Special 
courses in manual training are still open for any boy. 

The grade shop work of the Plimpton, Boyden, and Stone; 
Schools is given this year at the High School Shop, the former 
space at the Plimpton School being used for a class room. This 
condition is not the best and plans for a larger shop should soon be 
made. 

Again I would like to call attention to the very poor bench 
equipment especially at the. Bird School. This condition could 
be met by the boys themselves provided the shop was equipped 
with the proper machines for doing the work. I think a working 
bench should be as near like the commercial product as possible, 
not an improvised affair of cheap material and construction as 
we have now.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL INSPECTOR OF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS | | 


Mr. Harrie J: Phipps, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 


Soon after the epidemic of “grippe’’ had spent its force 
I was appointed Medical Inspector of the Walpole public schools. 

In taking up my duties I could but observe with what sense of 
good taste and appreciation of the health and happiness of the 
pupils the new schoolhouses and grounds had been planned and 
constructed, and so was pleased to learn that the East part of the 
town will soon be provided with a new building. I would sug- 
gest that some way be devised by which the garments of one 
pupil be kept from contact with those of another while hanging , 
in cloak rooms, for obvious reasons. 

The usual routine was carried out in the inspection of pupils 
and in passing from the lower to the higher grades the good re- 
sults of the work done by the school physicians and nurse in past 
years was quite evident. 

No case of communicable disease, not already being cared for 
by the family physician, was observed. Defective conditions 
of the teeth with consequent abnormal and unsanitary condi- 
tions of mouth and throat make up by far the largest part of 


; ’ 
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q reportable cases. Decaying teeth are a prolific source of filth, and 


decomposing food retained therein form an ideal culture media 
for bacteria of all kinds. A child with tender nerves and pulp of 
teeth soon acquires the habit of bolting the food; an atropic con- 
dition of the nasal bones and jaw ensue, followed by lessened 
sanitation and drainage of nasal secretions and an impairment 
of the whole facial expression. I recommend that every parent 
or person interested in school hygiene obtain from the Health 
Department, State House, Boston, a copy of the September, 
October bulletin, ‘‘Child Welfare’ (free on request) and study 
it carefully, especially the chapter on dental hygiene in the school, 
page 293. 

The work of the school physician is but just begun. The devel- 
opment of the child is an absorbing topic among scientists and 
educators today. Mental hygiene, now hardly thought of in 
public schools, is as important as physical hygiene, and at no far 
distant day must play an important part in the child’s education.

In response to your request I submit the following report of 
the work in sewing at the Bird School. 
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It has been carried on during the past year, up to April first, 
in the usual manner. A carefully laid out course of progressive 
lessons in every day practical sewing and mending was followed, 
being adapted to the capability of the child and the time devoted 
to sewing. 

I feel that, considering the short period of one hour and a quarter 
weekly, besides the utter lack of conveniences for that work, one 
may feel very well satisfied with the results produced in most 
cases and cherish the hope that a foundation is being laid upon 
which with intelligence, industry, perseverance and patience we 
ean build. 

After Easter vacation Junior Red Cross work was taken up 
instead of following the regular course. 

The children were interested in the work and did well; also 
some of the teachers lent a helping hand. By June 21st we were 
able to send through the Walpole Chapter to the Boston Metro- 
politan Chapter of the American Red Cross the following finished 
articles:

In the Sewing course in the grades, the usual work is being 
carried out; beginning the stitches in Grade V, introducing the 
problems up through the Grades, with the aim that all girls leav- 
ing Grade VIII shall be able to do good machine work, to use 
commercial patterns, and shall have had all problems necessary 
for the making of underwear and simple dresses. 

In the High School Sewing classes the girls are carrying on the 
work learned in the grades, taking up the more difficult problems 
in the making of dresses, waists and skirts. 

The cookery classes are confined to the High School and one 
eighth grade. In the short lesson periods that are given to it, 
it is planned to make the course as practical as possible. 

After the spring vacation Junior Red Cross work was taken 
up in grades V, VI, VII, and VIII outside of school hours, one 
hour every Monday afternoon being devoted to it. Mrs. Flem- 
ming was in charge of the work and worked zealously to complete 
the articles. The grade teachers assisted her.
